» Discovery is making its 39th flight carry- 
ing a cargo pod and research module that 
will be permanently attached to the space 
station, along with an external platform 
that will be used to hold large spare parts.

» Two spacewalks, each lasting about 
6 V 2 hours, are planned during the mis- 
sion. Astronauts will pack up a broken am- 
monia pump to be returned to Earth on a 
future shuttle mission, carry out mainte- 
nance chores and cap off a bottle that has 
been exposed to space for a Japanese 
museum project. 

» The shuttle is delivering a humanoid ro- 
bot called Robonaut 2, or R2, which even- 
tually will be located 
in the station’s U.S. 
lab for testing. Built in 
partnership with Gen- 
eral Motors, the robot 
will be tested to see 
how safely it works 
alongside humans. 

NASA hopes to use 
the robot for routine 
maintenance chores inside the station.

» During Discovery’s approach to the 
space station, crewmembers will test a 
navigation sensor called Dragon Eye for 
Space Exploration Technologies, a private 
California-based company that has NASA 
contracts to deliver cargo to the station 
after the shuttles are retired later this year. 
» Two astronauts will test a new pair of 
Superfocus eyeglasses, which can be 
adjusted with the flick of a finger to focus 
reading material, computer screens, 
distant objects or anything in between. 
The glasses weigh about the same as 
conventional glasses. 

» Discovery, NASA’s oldest shuttle, is 
expected to go on display at the Smithso- 
nian National Air and Space Museum in 
Washington, D.C., after it is retired. 

» NASA plans to fly shuttles Endeavour 
and Atlantis one more time each before 
they are retired and turned over to muse- 
ums. Endeavour is scheduled to launch 
April 19 to deliver a $2 billion particle 
detector known as the Alpha Magnetic 
Spectrometer to the space station. Atlan- 
tis’ final flight will be a cargo run to the 
station over the summer.

Gov Quinn said Thursday that South 
African Archbishop Desmond Tutu 
was among scores of people to weigh 
in with him as he considers what to 
do about a bill that would ban capital 
punishment in Illinois. 

The governor faces a deadline of 
March 18 to act on the death pen- 
alty ban, which was passed by the 
legislature last month. He could do 
nothing and allow it to become law 
He could veto the measure outright. 

Or he could use his amendatory veto 
power to rewrite the legislation, which would effectively kill it because 
the bill was passed by the previous General Assembly 

“I’m looking at all aspects of that issue,” said Quinn, who has supported 
the death penalty but who also has maintained a moratorium on state ex- 
ecutions that was put in place by then-Gov George Ryan in 2000 after a 
number of wrongly convicted people were sentenced to death. “I think 
it’s important for the governor to visit and listen to a variety of different 
groups and individuals on this very important issue.” 

Quinn said making a decision will require “a little bit more time, not 
much more” and that acting on the measure will occur “relatively soon.” 

Previously Quinn has said he would make a decision based upon his 
“conscience” and not based on his upbringing in the Catholic church, 
which opposes capital punishment.

Facing a torrent of protest, 

Gov. Quinn on Thursday cut 
in half plans to impose more 
than $200 million in drastic 
reductions next month on the 
Department of Human Services, 
including a cutoff of state fund- 
ing for drug and alcohol abuse 
treatment programs that threat- 
ened to shutter several provid- 
ers of addiction services. 


Brother has questions 
about River North shooting

Reginald Hardaman struggled with mental 
problems for decades, losing contact with his 
wife and four children, begging on the streets, 
even driving his mother away as he became 
more aggressive and abusive. 

Even so, his older brother, Sidney Hardaman, 
can’t explain why Hardaman would have shot an 
officer while sitting in the back of a Chicago po- 
lice car, as officials allege. Officers returned fire 
and killed him. 

“I cannot tell you that, for the life of me,” 
Sidney Hardaman said. 

Police say they picked up Hardaman, 56, near 
Chicago Avenue and Wells Street about 4 p.m. 
Wednesday after someone complained he was 
aggressively panhandling. 

They cuffed him and put him in an unmarked 
Chicago police car. As the officers drove to a 
district station, he pulled out a gun and opened 


fire, wounding one of the officers in the shoul- 
der, officials said. The officers got out of the car 
as it rolled down the street and fired through 
the back window, killing Hardaman. 

“How could they have overlooked that {gun} 
in the process of putting him in the car, especially 
when they had a confrontation with him?” Sid- 
ney Hardaman asked Thursday “Why didn’t they 
search him well or restrain him well, knowing he 
could either hurt himself or hurt them?” 

Officials have not said whether the two of- 
ficers searched Hardaman or whether his hands 
were cuffed in front of him or in back. The of- 
ficers are both veterans, one on the force for 
1 6 years, the other for 37 years. 

The department has referred questions to 
the Independent Police Review Authority, 
which investigates all police shootings. IPRA 
officials also were releasing little information 
about the shooting. 


Pump Room sale runs dry

The public liquidation sale of memen- 
tos from the Ambassador East Hotel and 
its famous restaurant in the Gold Coast 
was sold out and officially closed Tuesday 
according to a spokesperson. 

“They were swamped over the week- 
end,” said Samantha Bryant of Grace 
Public Relations. “There was a two-hour 
line of people waiting to get in.” 

The first-come, first-served sale began 
Feb. 18 at the Pump Room site and was 
scheduled to continue for 12 days or until 
sold out. Tens of thousands of items were 
available— some as cheap as $1— includ- 
ing furnishings, bar stools, lamps, dishes 
and artwork. 

The Ambassador East Hotel opened 
in 1926 and the Pump Room in 1938. The 
restaurant was the glittering stomping 



ground for many Hollywood celebrities, 
including Frank Sinatra, Bette Davis, 
Humphrey Bogart, Judy Garland and 
Marilyn Monroe. 

Private homeowners purchased Sina- 
tra’s private booth and the Pump Room 
bar, according to Bryant, while The Sec- 
ond City scored the updated version of 
the famous Booth One in a sealed-bid auc- 
tion. The original Booth One was donated 
to the Chicago History Museum in 1980.

□ BENGHAZI, Libya Doctors at a hospital in 
Martyrs Square in Zawiya said Friday that 17 
people were killed and another 150 were wound- 
ed when government forces attacked the city 
Six pro-regime soldiers who were captured 
said they had been told that the city was being 
run by Arab militants and it was their job to lib- 
erate it, according to the doctors, who asked not 
to be identified. The soldiers added that they had 
been misled so that they would fight against their 
countrymen, the doctors said. 

By the end of the day the situation was calm in 
the seaside city, they said. 

The casualties were announced shortly after 
Libyan leader Moammar Gadhafi accused fol- 
lowers of al-Qaida leader Osama bin Laden of 
brainwashing the youth of Zawiya with halluci- 
nogenic drugs, resulting in the unrest. 

“They put it with milk or with other drinks, 
spiked drinks,” he said. After taking the tablets, 
“they attack this police station or that one so 
they can steal from there the criminal records.” 

AMERICAN RESPONSE 

President Obama spoke Thursday with the lead- 
ers of France, Italy and the U.K. on coordinating 
an international response to the crisis in Libya, 
the White House said.

NBA’s 
wild day 
of trades

The NBA’s trade window closed with a flurry 
of activity Thursday, with the Cleveland Cava- 
liers, Boston Celtics, Houston Rockets, Olda- 
homa City Thunder and Charlotte Bobcats all 
swinging a pair of deals. 

The Cavaliers (10-47) entered full rebuild- 
ing mode with a couple of last-minute deals, 
acquiring Baron Davis and a 2011 first-round 
draft pick from the L.A. Clippers for point 
guard Mo Williams and forward Jamario 
Moon. 

“We’re excited about Baron, a very talented 
player at a position that’s a difficult position 
in this league,” Cavaliers general manager 
Chris Grant said. 

Davis, 31, averaging 12.8 points and seven 
assists, played under Cavaliers coach Byron 
Scott with the New Orleans Hornets. 

“He was shocked by it, like everyone,” Da- 
vis’ agent, Bill Duffy told The Sporting News. 
“He liked playing with Blake Griffin; they had 
a nice chemistry going.” The key to the trade 
for the Clippers was Williams, who is averag- 
ing 13.3 points and 7.1 assists. 

In another deal, the Cavaliers acquired 
rookies Luke Harangody, a Notre Dame grad, 
and Semih Erden, a 6-foot-n center from Tur- 
key from the Celtics for a second-round pick 
in the 2013 draft. 

The Eastern Conference-leading Celtics 
also dealt Kendrick Perkins and guard Nate 
Robinson to the Thunder for forward Jeff 
Green, averaging 14.2 points a game, and Ser- 
bian center Nenad Krstic. 

The Memphis Grizzlies reacquired Shane 
Battier from Houston for a future first-round 
pick and Tanzanian center HasheemThabeet, 
the No. 2 overall pick in the 2009 draft. 

The Rockets also swapped guards with Phoe- 
nix, sending Aaron Brooks, voted the NBAs 
most improved player in 2009-10 and averaging 
11 .6 points, to the Suns for Goran Dragic (7.4 
points) and a future first-round pick. 

Michael Jordan’s Bobcats sent All-Star for- 
ward Gerald Wallace, averaging 15.6 points 
and 8.2 rebounds, to the Portland Trail Blazers 
for two first-round picks, center Joel Przybilla 
and forward Dante Cunningham. 

The Bobcats also sent well-traveled center 
Nazr Mohammed to Oldahoma City for for- 
ward D.J. White and guard Morris Peterson.

If you’re trying to attract young viewers to a 
traditionally snooze-inducing Oscars ceremony, 
picking Anne Hathaway and James Franco as 
hosts isn’t a bad idea. 

Just look at them. 

Franco, 32, a best actor nominee for his work in 
“127 Hours,” and Hathaway 28, who bared all for 
“Love and Other Drugs,” are two of Hollywood’s 
most popular stars. They’re smart, dynamic— and 
hot. And their combined age— 60 —is younger 
than that of one of last year’s hosts, 64-year-old 
Steve Martin. 

But are they enough to suck in viewers for the 
83rd Academy Awards, beginning at 7 p.m. Sunday 
on ABC? Oscars producers are counting on it. 
Tapping the unlikely duo is just one of several 
tweaks they’ve made to the broadcast this year, 
but it’s the most dazzling to be sure. 

Franco and Hathaway were generating buzz for 
the show almost as quickly as the announcement 
they would host was made. And despite not being 
comedians, they’ve been getting laughs in a series 
of ABC promos. The pair is shown at “Oscar Boot 
Camp” training for the hosting gig: Franco runs a 
race through gown-draped mannequins and Hatha- 
way speed reads from a Teleprompter. In the funni- 
est clip, Franco screams “Wardrobe malfunction!” 
and tackles Hathaway when her dress strap falls. 

The promise of a wardrobe malfunction by 
either host definitely would attract viewers, but 
enough of my wishful thinking. What we can 
expect to see is a little song-and-dance, which 
could be just as fun— if not as fantasy fulfilling. 
Franco on Wednesday tweeted a link to a You- 
Tube video showing he and his co-host rehearsing 
an homage to the “You’re the One That I Want” 
carnival scene from “Grease.” Another “leaked” 
video shows Hathaway singing “Don’t Cry for 
Me Argentina” from “Evita” before switching 


to Wreckx-N-Effect’s “Rump Shaker” and, well, 
shaking her rump. 

It would seem both hosts are up to try any- 
thing, except Ricky Gervais-style jabs at the stars 
in attendance. 

“I can guarantee that if you’re looking for 
someone to call people out, we’re not your hosts,” 
Hathaway told The Hollywood Reporter. “I think 
that humor is really difficult to pull off, and I’m not 
particularly adept at it. I wouldn’t feel comfortable 
doing it. Also, I don’t mean to sound overly serious, 
but I am the youngest host in history, and I have 
no business being cynical or calling anyone out. I 
certainly haven’t earned the right to do that.” 

Personally I much preferred Gervais’ verbal bom- 
bardment of attendees at this year’s Golden Globes 
ceremony— but I’m not a nice person. I like seeing 
Hollywood— all glammed up and self-congratulato- 
ry— get skewered by someone with a sharp wit. 

The producers seem completely put off by the 
Gervais style to the point of being afraid of even a 
little irreverence. They apparently nixed Franco’s 
very funny idea to dress as Cher did in “Bur- 
lesque” and sing the ballad, “You Haven’t Seen the 
Last of Me.” OK, the song wasn’t nominated, but 
how funny would that be? 

Still, the multi-talented and witty Franco is 
bound to sneak something unexpected into the 
proceedings. Remember when he told Vanity Fair, 
“If I host the worst Oscar show in the history of 
the Oscars, like, why do I care?” And he displayed 
a healthy willingness to mock himself during the 
interview with The Hollywood Reporter. 

“Nobody is shy about saying Colin Firth is going 
to win,” Franco said. “I’ve accepted that. By hosting, 
it makes it easier to ... not feel like a total schmo.” 

No matter what happens Sunday, this swoon- 
inducing pair will be anything but schmos. Break 
an arm, you two! Um, I mean break a leg.

How is cheating funny? 



Rick (Owen Wilson) and Fred 
(Jason Sudeikis) are sure they’d be 
major studs with all the hot ties in 
Providence if not for being, you 
know, married. So their wives (Jenna 
Fischer, Christina Applegate), tired 
of their guys leering at other women, 
give them a chance to put their bod- 
ies where their eyes are: a “hall pass” 
granting one week off of marriage. 

The buzz: Directors/co-writers Pe- 
ter and Bobby Farrelly’s last movie, 
2007’s terrible “The Heartbreak 
Kid,” was a long way from the raun- 
chy success of “There’s Something 
About Mary” 

The verdict: Talk about trying to 
have your cake and have sex with it 
too. The Farellys retreat from the 
hall pass notion almost immediately, 
giving the guys far more doubts than 
stamina. Yet this is still a sometimes 
misogynistic gross-out comedy, 
which leads to predictably unfunny 
bits about pooping on a golf course 
or bringing home a woman who 


does something so disgusting you 
don’t even want to hook up. It’s a 
shame that “Hall Pass” doesn’t take 
sharper comedic and dramatic aim 
at the twisted joke it occasionally 
recognizes: These guys’ imagina- 
tions have nothing to do with real- 
ity, and they view the opportunity 


to act on a fantasy as terrifying, not 
awesome. The movie instead goes 
soft and strips difficult emotions 
from a complicated situation to sug- 
gest that men may be sex-obsessed 
perverts, but deep-down everyone 
prefers domestic love. True or not, 
that’s a cop out.

■ III Mija (Yuri Jeong-hie) has certainly 
•••< seen better days: Her mind is slowly 
deteriorating, and she has just learned some 
bad news about her obnoxious teenage 
grandson (Lee Da-wit), who is the only family 
Mija ever sees. Fortunately she enrolls in a 
month-long poetry class as a way to re-en- 
gage with the world while she still can. 

The verdict: “Poetry” glides carefully 
through a labyrinth of emotional textures, 
encompassed most stunningly when mem- 
bers of the poetry class recall the most 
beautiful moment of their lives-a memory 
that is inevitably bittersweet.

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Can new Lakeview 
brunch hangout 
Kanela Breakfast 
Club make a fan 
out of us? 


Welcome 
to the club

W ith Dale Levitski rolling frushi in the kitchen back in 2001, 
Orange ruled Lakeview when it came to a fun weekend 
brunch. But in the years leading up to the location’s closing 
last summer, diners seemed to fall out of love with the place. And Hang- 
Over Easy the short-lived breakfast joint that popped up in its place for 
a few months, didn’t have the chance to gather many fans. 


In the same address on Clark just north of Belmont, Kanela Breakfast 
Club is hoping to revive that lively brunch legacy Co-owner Chris Lar- 
dakis managed Cubby Bear and a handful of Wrigleyville rooftops dur- 
ing the past decade, but what he really loves is brunch. And so with years 
of research (eating as much brunch as humanly possible, he says) in his 
back pocket, he teamed up with friend and roommate Chris Cowan and 
opened Kanela— the Greek word for cinnamon— on Feb. 14. 





Server says: She has dreams about the bacon 
waffle ($11), and the spicy egg dish made from 
over-easy eggs, chorizo, avocado, salsa verde 
and Chihuahua cheese (called simply “chorizo” 
on the menu, $11) is also a favorite. 

We say: The bacon waffle could be the stuff of 
dreams, at least in theory. In practice, there’s 
room for improvement. Four golden waffle trian- 
gles arrive in a pool of bourbon-caramel sauce, 
draped with gooey chocolate-covered bacon 
and sprinkled with what the menu describes as 
“bacon dust.” (It might make you think you’ve 
ventured into molecular-gastronomy territory, 
but really it’s just a bit of crumbled bacon.) We 
couldn’t help but smile at the comically tiny 
pitcher of syrup that accompanied it, mostly 
because there’s so much sweetness on the plate 
that there’s no way you’ll need it. With thicker 
slices of bacon and less-grainy caramel, this 
could be a dish to die for. 

Other options: Duck confit hash ($12) was 
tasty enough with perfectly cooked sunny-side- 
up eggs, potato cubes and shreds of tender 
duck meat, but we couldn’t detect a hint of the 
orange-truffle vinaigrette that caught our eye on 
the menu. Just because it sounds like no other 
brunch dish we’ve had, we’ll be back to try the 
pork belly eggs Benedict ($11) with dried cranber- 
ries and Brussels sprouts. 

Nice touch: Lardakis honors his Greek heritage 
with starters such as bougatsa (phyllo dough 
layered with lemon custard and that namesake 


ingredient, cinnamon, $4) and loukoumades, a 
traditional Greek doughnut that, “unless your 
grandma or mother is Greek and she makes 
them for you, you can’t find them,” he said. 

Buzz factor: High. An espresso bar churns out 
a full range of Julius Meinl coffee drinks ($3-$4), 
and with a few minutes’ wait, there’s also French 
press coffee ($4.50). 

Day drinking: Until the liquor license arrives lat- 
er in spring, bring your own bottle of champagne 
to make a mimosa out of strawberry-orange or 
apple-berry-carrot juice ($4). 


Is it lunchtime yet? A soup of the day, lamb or 
Tallgrass beef burger and baguette sandwiches 
such as sriracha aioli-slathered tuna are served 
from open till close. 

Wait times: Waits during opening weekend av- 
eraged about 15 minutes. 

Attention penny-pinchers: Stop by for weekday 
breakfast carryout and score a 15 percent dis- 
count through the end of March. 

Coming soon: Look for small-plates dinner ser- 
vice on weekends, plus a small backyard patio. 



Worth noting: When our server told us, 
“Everything’s organic ... even our water and ice 
cubes,” what she really meant was that Kanela 
uses organic milk and organic cage-free eggs 
and filters the water used to make ice and fill 
your glass. Produce and other ingredients aren’t 
necessarily organic. 


Bottom line: With some time to work out the 
kinks, Kanela definitely has the potential to be- 
come a neighborhood gem.

Despite my meaty profession, I, the Great Burgerelli, am not 
the manliest guy in the room. (My old nemesis, Steak John- 
son, certainly noticed in elementary school.) So I admittedly 
embrace an opportunity to chomp into an especially mascu- 
line burger. The 2/3-pound honkers ($8.75) 
at Etno Village Grill— a month-old, Eastern 
European-influenced counter-service spot 
in the former Lincoln Park Hoagie Hut 
location— include items such as smoked 
pork and chunks of chicken mixed in with the beef, so they 
definitely qualify 

The burger: For the love of dryness, I haven’t seen meat so 
overcooked since my last trip to Miami Beach. Both the 
Medieval Etno burger (beef, chicken breast, pork tenderloin 
and bacon) and the Balkan Etno burger (beef, horseradish 
cheddar, smoked pork), which sounded great on paper, were 
chewy and lacking any flavor other than a confusing blend of 
intriguing and discomforting. (I prefer not to hear a popping 
sound midbite, thanks.) The Etno burger (the house blend 
of pork and beef; $6.75 for 1/3-pound), was slightly better. 
Which isn’t saying much. 


The fixings: For 75 cents, you can add cheeses such as Wis- 
consin Muenster or premium condiments such as grilled red 
peppers. Or you can top your sandwich with free items from 
the condiment bar such as fresh cucumbers or awful mush- 
rooms, firm enough to give Burgerelli’s teeth 
a mild workout. 


Everything else: Cheese fries ($3.50) were 
oversalted, sub-McDonald’s fries accompa- 
nied by a cup of cheese sauce with a consistency that started 
as “unsettling” and descended into “scientific” by meal’s end. 
Note: Etno is open 11 a.m.-n p.m. daily; in March, it will 
begin staying open until 3 a.m. Thursday and Friday and 4 
a.m. Saturday 

Bottom line: The place that used to house your go-to for 
drunk food now serves overpriced burgers you won’t even 
want while sauced. Burgerelli has reason to live in the past for 
a change.
